OTTAWA, May 19 (AP).—King 
George and Queen Elizabeth came 
to Ottawa in a cold drizzle today 
to begin their two-day visit in the 
capital of their largest dominion. 

The blue and silver royal train 
rolled into a temporary station 
on the southern boundary of the 
city at 9 a. m. (St. Louis time), and 
the sovereigns stepped out to the 
cheers of the crowd and the boom- 
ling of a 21-gun salute. 

The welcome was marked by the 
first unpleasant weather of the 
tour which is to take them across 
Canada and to the United States. 
Cold rain, with sleet, had fallen 
for two hours before the arrival. 

The weather cleared, however, 
soon after the King and Queen 
left their train, 

Immediately on arriving at Ri- 
deau Hall, official residence of 
Canada’s Governor-General, .after 
a procession through the capital, 
King George accepted the creden- 
tials of Daniel C. Roper, new 
United States Minister to Canada. 

King George became the first 
British sovereign to give the royal 
assent in person to bills passed by 
the Parliament of Canada, in an 
impressive afternoon ceremony at 
the Houses of Parliament.

ITALIANS, GERMANS 
AND MOORS MARCH 


Troops, With War Equip- 
ment, Greeted With 
Cheers — Generalissimo 
Receives Award for Valor 


MADRID, May 19 (AP).—Gener- 
alissimo Francisco Franco’s Ital- 
ian, German and Moorish soldiers 
marched today with Spanish troops 
in a rain-drenched victory parade 
before Spain’s new leader. 

For the foreign legions, due to 
go home soon, it was a triumphant 
farewell before about 2,000,000 per- 
sons who jammed this traditional 
Spanish capital to acclaim Franco. 

Gen. Andres Saliquet, command- 
er of the Army of Central Spain, 
riding in an automobile and fol- 
lowed by 200 blue-uniformed cav- 
‘alry lancers wearing spiked — hel- 
‘mets, led the six-hour review over 


la path of roses. 


Franco, escorted by 400 Moorish 


lancers and acclaimed by tens of 
‘thousands lining the Avenue of the 
| Generalissimo, received the Grand 
Cross Laureada, Spain’s highest 
| decoration for valor, as he stood on 
the tribune awaiting the march of 
his forces, massed 140,000 strong 
for the celebration. 

The” décoration ‘Was pinned on 
the breast of Franco by his For- 
eign Minister, Gen. Count Fran- 
cisco Gomez Jordana, who read a 
record of Franco’s achievements. 


Crowds Shout “Duce.” 


As Italian Gen. Gastone Gambara 
led a unit of Italian cavalry past, he 
gave the Fascist salute and the 
crowds shouted “Duce” and “Fran- 
co.” Infantrymen of the Littorio 
division in the Italian ranks, wear- 
ing dark khaki and gray steel hel- 
mets, carried light machine guns. 

About 12,000 Italians 
Franco, their equipment including 
'60 heavy field guns and light moun- 
|tain artillery borne on 200 mules. 
‘Among the Italians were Alpine 
| troops in full equipment, 60 black- 
ishirted Legionnaires with upraised 
| daggers, motor cycle Bersaglieri 
‘with shoulder-slung rifles and a 
Royal Caribinieri band. 

More than three hours after the 
line had started moving, the Ger- 
| man Condor Legion approached the 
‘reviewing stand with its command- 
ier, Gen. Baron von Richthofen, at 
its head. The German section con- 
sisted chiefly of artillery, anti-air- 
craft and machine-gun units, 

The rain ceased and the skies 
cleared during the demonstration 
and 60 planes flew in perfect for- 
mation over the tribune, sky-writ- 
ing Franco’s name. Periodically 
big bombers and smaller fighting 
planes maneuvered over the line of 
march in formation of nine to 14 
planes each, 


Franco’s Thanks for Victory. 


Prior to the march of troops, 
Franco went to the temple of Ma- 
drid to give thanks for victory. 

Blue - uniformed Falangists and 
red - bereted Requetes' received 
palms to strew \jalong the way to 
the tribune while 200 planes were 
loaded with flowers to be dropped 
over the tribune and the paraders. 

Franco was expected to direct a 
broadcast to Spanish-speaking 
America outlining national recon- 
struction plans and possibly defin- 
ing Spain’s immediate objective in- 
ternationally. 

It was announced the Germans, 
numbering between 5000 and 6000, 
would receive another farewell 
Monday at Leon before sailing 
aboard German liners from Vigo 
May 28. Italians were scheduled 
to sail from Cadiz and Alicante 
May 28. The Moors will depart 
from Cadiz before June 5. 


All-Night Festival. 


A nightlong festival preceded the 
review.

He Cross-Examines Author

VETOED BY STARK: 
CALLED INVALID 


Governor Holds County 
Superintendents’ Bill Ap- 
propriated Funds From 
Wrong Source.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 19. — 


Gov. Stark vetoed today the Dill 
earrying increases in salary for all 
county school superintendents in 
Missouri, ranging from $480 to $1500 
a year, on the ground the bill's 
provision for charging the salary 
increases against the State Public 
School Fund was unconstitutional. 

The bill, sponsored by Represen- 
tative John D. Taylor of Keytes- 
ville, would have repealed the pres- 
ent law requiring the superintend- 
ents to act as county school at- 
tendance officers without addition- 
al compensation, and re-enacted the 
law with a sliding scale of com- 
pensation for such services, grad- 
uated according to the population 
of the county. 

Compengation provided by the 
bill for the truant officer duties of

Stark took the position the bill 
was unconstitutional “because it 
directs funds, appropriated for the 
use of the free public schools and 


the State university to be used for 


increasing the compensation of the 
public school superintendents.” 

He expressed the opinion the bill 
would have been valid if the salary 
increase had been taken from the 
State general revenue funds. 

Stark said it was common knowl- 
edge that the schools had been so 
short of funds that the Legislature 
had been appropriating one-third 
of the general revenue receipts for 
the public school fund, instead of 


the minimum appropriation of one- 


fourth of such receipts prescribed 
by the Constitution. 

The proposed increases would 
have totaled about $100,000 a year. 


Appropriation Bills Signed. 


Stark signed three appropriation 
bills, alloting $51,058,503 for the sup- 
port of the public schools, state 
bond refunding requirements and 
for the cost of assessing and col- 
lecting revenues. The bills, carry- 
ing $28,975,000 from the general 
revenue and $22,083,053 from spe- 
cial funds, are the only appropria- 
tion measures passed so far by the 
Legislature. 

The school bill provides for the 
allotment of one-third of the State's 
general revenue for distribution 
among the public elementary and 
secondary schools of the State dur- 
ing 1939 and 1940. On the basis of 
present estimates this fund will 
amount to $28,000,000 or about $1,- 
000,000 more than the schools re- 
ceived during the last biennium. 

Another bill appropriates $22,- 
083,508 for payment of interest and 
principal on State bonds, including 
$17,586,700 for road bonds, $3,418,- 
750 for building bonds, $569,197 for 
State soldier’s bonus bonds and 
$374,080 for school bonds. The 
third measure provides for the ex- 
penditure of $975,000 from the gen- 
eral revenue for the cost of assess- 
ing and collecting of State revenues. 

Stark also signed a bill repealing

Cochran, Receding, Be- 
lieves It Will Eliminate 
Abuses Disclosed in Man- 
hassett Case.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Repre- 
sentative John J. Cochran (Dem.), 
St. Louis, has secured the agree- 
ment of Senate and House con- 
ferees to a compromise amendment 
to the pending Federal housing au- 
thority bill which, he believes, will 
eliminate the abuses of the present 
act exposed by the Manhassett Vil- 
lage project in St. Louis County. 

Cochran had to recede on his 
original amendment, which the 
House approved, providing that not 
more than 15 per cent of a Federal 
housing project could be attributed 
to the value of the land. Senators 
Wagner of New York and Brown 
of Michigan told the conferees that 
such a proviso would “absolutely 
eliminate any projects in New York 
and Detroit,’ where land values 
are high. | 

Provisions of Compromise. 

The compromise agreed to late 
yesterday by the conferees provid- 
ed that the FHA could insure mort- 
gages “not to exceed 80 per centum 
of the amount which the adminis- 
trator estimates will be the value 
of the property or project when the 
proposed improvements are com- 
pleted; provided, that such mort- 
gage shall not in any event exceed 
the amount which the administra- 
tor estimates will be the cost of 
the completed physical improve- 
ments on the property or project 
exclusive of public untilities and 
streets; taxes, interest and insur- 
ance during construction; organ- 
ization and legal expenses; miscel- 
laneous charges during or = inci- 
dental to construction, and working 
capital.” 

Application to Manhassett. 

Applying this formult to the Man- 
hassett project, Cochran said that 
the writeup on the land would have 
been approximately $70,000 less 
than the amount expected by the 
promoters. 

‘In other words,” he continued, 
“the land value represented by the 
sponsors’ 20 per cent would have 
been ‘about $100,000 rather than 
$170,000 plus. When you take into 
consideration that the sponsors in- 
sisted they paid $39,000 for the land, 
to which they added $5000 which 
they had put up as an option on an- 
other piece of land and lost, to- 
gether with about $50,000 for im- 
provements, such as constructing

two roads, sewers, water, etc., lead-| 
ing up to the building line, it;

“T am confident this new lan- 
guage in the act will prevent land) 
write-ups to any extent in the fu- 
ture and, further, that it puts the 
Federal Housing Administration, as 
well as insurance companies and 
financial institutions that advance 
the cash, on notice that they must 
make a most thorough investigation 


before agreeing to finance a proj-| 
ect, something that does not pre-| 
vail under existing law.” 

Cochran explained that, in effect,| 
the accepted compromise would! 
limit the FHA mortgages to 80 per 
cent of the total valuation of the 
completed projects, with the further | 
provision that no part of the mort- 
gage proceeds could be used to pay 
the cost of public utilities and 
streets, taxes, interest and insur- 
ance during construction, organiza- 
tion and legal expenses, and miscel- 
laneous charges during or incidenta] 
to construction. 

“The miscellaneous charges men- 
tioned,” he said, “covers land, new 
streets and utilities, extra founda- 
tions, interest during construction, 
taxes during construction (real es- 
tate), insurance (fire, windstorm, | 
liability, etc., during construction), | 
FHA mortgage insurance premium 
(first year), FHA examination fee, 
financing expense, tile and record- 
ing expense, legal expense, organ- 


pense, and working capital. Work- 
ing capital means money to carry 
on the project until Sufficient rent- 
als are received to do so. 

“In limiting the mortgage to 80 
per cent or less, the sponsor will 
be required to provide the land 
free and clear from all liens, 


Sponsor’s Responsibility. 

“T feel that I have secured an 
honest interpretation of this, and 
it makes certain that it will pre- 
vent or offset any excessive valua- 
tion that might be attributed to the 
finished project because it makes 
necessary that the sponsor put a 
substantial amount of his own in 
the enterprise, and he knows at the 
time he will lose every nickel of 
it if the project does not work out. 

“The present law does not make 
provisions to cover anything but 
the ratio of the loan to the ap- 
praised or estimated value of the 
complete project. 

“In the final analysis, it appears 
that the only way to chisel or cheat 
on the project would be to write 
up the construction cost. However, 
it must be borne in mind that, 
even if the FHA does increase the 
construction cost above the proper 
figure, there would be a check on 
that figure because, before accept- 
ing the FHA guarantee, the insur- 
ance or finance company - that 
would advance the money would 
have its own engineers and ap- 
praisers approve the construction 
cost, and, if the cost was too high, 
then they would undoubtedly re- 


fuse to accept the guaranteed mort- 
gage.”

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OF COAL DUST WASTE: 


Illinois Geological Survey Di- 
rector Describes Fuel at 
Conference Here. 


&\ 


A smokeless briquette developed 
at the Illinois Geological Survey 
Jaboratories in Urbana from coal 
dust heretofore wasted was de- 
scribed today by Dr. M. M. Leigh- 
ton, director of the survey, at the 
second annual conference on en- 
gineering and the economic utiliza- 
tion of solid fuel at Washington 
University. 

The briquettes would sell for $5.50 
to $6.50 a ton, comparing favorably 
with the cost of smokeless fuel sold 
in the East, Dr. Leighton said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. He ex- 
plained the coal dust, known as 
fusain, was manufactured into 
bricks by being heated at 400 de- 
grees centigrade for 10 minutes and 
at the same time being subjected to 
pressure of 30,000 pounds per 
square inch. The fuel can be brok- 
en up for stoker use. 

Commercial Possibilities. 

Asked about commercial possibil- 
ities of manufacturing the bri- 
quettes, he said the research phase 
had been completed but there was 
no equipment yet for manufacturing 
the fuel commercially. “No one yet 
has tried to lose his shirt on it,” 
he remarked, explaining that the 
second phase after research was 
always the “shirt-losing period.” 

He said that, if the Illinois Legis- 
lature passed a bill providing $300,- 
000 for smokeless fuel research, he 
and his staff would attempt to dem- 
onstrate commercial! possibilities of 
manufacturing briquettes. 

Other methods of conditioning I- 
linois bituminous to make it smoke 
less, he continued, are to convert 
screenings into coke and to use 
pulverized coal to provide more 
even heat than large lumps. 

Ralph Sherman, supervisor of the 
fuel division of the Batelle Insti- 
tute, private research organization 
in Columbus, O., spoke on stoker 
coal,

An excess of car- ee ee 
bohydrates imcreases the quantity 
of purulent discharge, so it is our 
custom to eliminate sweets during 
an acute attack of sinusitis.” A 
good vaccine, administered through 
the severe weather, is helpful, he | 
added. 

For chidlren who cannot go away 

and in whom treatment, diet and 
immunization have failed, Dr. Shea 
recommended drainage of the sinus- 
es through an artificial “window” 
under the turbinate bone, an op- 
eration performed under a general 
anesthetic. 
The time-honored procedure of 
putting drops in children’s ears is 
of little value when the infection 
is in the middle ear and is caused 
by sinus disorder, Dr. Horace James 
Williams of Philadelphia told. the 
meeting. Secretions accumulate in 
the nose and when the child cries 
or vomits they are forced into the 
Eustachian tube; ear drops cannot 
reach the membrane through the 
thick secretions, he said. 

Proper diagnosis and treatment 
of ear diseases are extremely im- 
portant, he asserted, since outright 
infections injure tissues and lead 
to deafness and even less severe in-

Allergy alone might simulate 
many of the _ signs of acute or 
chronic respiratory infection, he 
continued. It may cause nasal ob- 
struction and running nose, sore 
throat, “stuffy ears” and cough. 
Enlarged tonsils might come from 
allergy and moreover, allergy might 
be the reason for the regrowth of 
tonsil tissue, he said. Disturbances 
produced by allergy may pave the 
way for infection, but, once infec- 
tion has taken place, treatment di- 
rected solely at the infection or 
solely at the allergy will not ac- 
complish its purpose. 

“The importance of recognizing 
the allergic process is three-fold,” 
Dr. Piness concluded. “First, a cor- 
rect diagnosis increases the proba- 
bility of giving relief and decreases 
the probability of giving misdirect- 
ed treatment. Second, it prevents 
development of more serious aller- 
gic disturbances. Third, it pre- 
vents secondary infection, with the 
probability that such infection will 
be difficult to control because the 
accompanying allergy is not recog- 
nized. Inherent in the early recog- 
nition of allergic symptoms is 
the promise that the allergic child 
will then be protected from the 
characteristic physical disabilities 
and handicaps which result in men- 
tal, social and economic maladjust- 
ment.” |

The North American Co. regis- 
tered with the SEC Feb. 25, 1937, 
and it and its subsidiaries are sub- 
ject to the provisions of the act. 
It is under provisions of this act 
and of the Securities Acts of 1933 
and 1934 that the SEC is conduct- 
ing its exhaustive investigation of 
business practices and political ac- 
tivities of Union Electric. 

Other large utility companies in 
the North American system include’ 
the electric companies at Wash- 
ington, Cleveland and Milwaukee. | 
It also owns the St. Louis County | 
Gas Co., and controls the North 
American Light & Power Co. which 
owns the Illinois Terminal elec- 
tric railway system and extensive 
electric and gas service facilities 
in Illinois, Missouri, Kansas and 
Nebraska.

Iris Display at Garden. 
The Garden expects to be host 
to thousands of visitors tomorrow 
and Sunday with a display of 1200 
varieties of iris covering more 
than two acres, the annual Spring 
Flower Show of the St. Louis Hor- 
ticultural Society, and the collec- 
tion of flowering trees, shrubs and 
other plants, many in the height 
of their bloom. Sunday has been 
designated Iris day by the Garden 
management. 

Bearded Iris on Display. 
The iris on display in the plot 
near the Administration Building, 
north of the Tower Grove avenue 
entrance, are all of the bearded 
type, and the collection presents 
an infinite variety of every color 
except a true red, about the only 
color goal that remains for the iris 
hybridist to achieve. Paul A. Kohl, 
floriculturist in charge of the iris 
plot, has carefully labeled each of 
the varieties. 
The iris is named for the Greek 
goddess of the rainbow, and often 
is called the “poor man’s orchid” 
because it is hardy and easy to 
grow. Developments in it made by 
hybridists offer opportunity for a 
long season of bloom if the proper 
selection of types is made, By 
proper selection, it is possible now 
to have iris in bloom from March 
to July. 
Grouped in one bed are 30 of the 
newer varieties recently acquired 
by the Garden.

WELFARE GROUPS’ PLEA 
FOR ST. LOU NEEDY 


State Senators Asked to View 
‘Desperate Plight’ of Many 
Here First Hand. 


Four heads of St. Louis private 
welfare agencies sent a telegram to 
the State Senate Committee on Ap- 
propriations today, asking that com- 
mittee members come to St. Louis 
and personally see “the desperate 
plight of thousands of women, chil- 
dren, and handicapped and jobless 
men” before determining the State's 
social security appropriation for 
the next biennium. 


Addressed to Senator Delmar 


Dail, committee chairman, the tele- 
gram was signed by the Rev. J. J. 
Butler, president of the Catholic 
Charities; Dean Sidney E. Sweet, 
chairman of the Metropolitan 
Church Federation's social service 
commission; Julian B. Cohn, chair- 
man of the Social Planning Coun- 
cil’s committee on social legislation: 
and Oliver F. Richards, president 
of United Charities. 

The message suggested that some 
legislators might not be acquainted 
with the “suffering caused by lack 
of sufficient funds” in St. Louis. It 
offered to assign case workers to 
take members of the committee to 
view typical cases. 

The Social Security Commission, 
contending it seeds $11,700,000 
more than the $29,750,000 provided 
in the pending bill, has asked for 
a minimum of $12,500,000 for direct 
relief, $6,450,000 for aid to de- 
pendent children and $3,000,000 for 
administration. The bill provides 
$5,000,000, $3,250,000 and $2,000,000 
for these purposes, respectively.

‘dropped from the rolls in Chicago 


in the second half of April, this 
‘year, 21 Works Progress Adminis- 
‘tration supervisors and superin- 
'tendents received additions of $25 
‘each to their monthly salaries of 
$125 to $145. This was testified to- 
‘day before the House subcommittee 
‘on the WPA, by E. W. Erickson, a 
former Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation agent, now in the subcom- 
mittee’s employment. The incident 
occurred, he said, in the WPA’s 
adult education program. 

The total represented by the sal- 
‘ary increases was $525. According 
to the witness, the sum was made 
available when two WPA adminis- 
trative employes were taken over 
iby the Chicago Board of Education. 
The salary of one of these, he said, 
was $432 a month and of the other 
$93. In answer to a question, 
Erickson estimated that $525 a 
month would support 10 relief work- 
‘ers and their families. 

In the adult education program, 
the witness said, were 1445 persons

Competition in Wrecking. 

Competition with private wreck- 
ing companies, said Erickson, has 
resulted from a demolition project 
sponsored by the Chicago Public 
Works Commission and the WPA, 
their respective contributions be- 
ing $53,000 and $1,442,000. The proj- 
ect, he said, employs 30 street men 
to solicit. business. 

Erickson related that the W. J. 
Newman Wrecking Co. obtained a 
signed contract to demolish a cer- 
tain building, but tore it up when 


‘a WPA solicitor asked the owner 
‘why he should pay for the work 
‘when he could get it done for 
‘nothing. 

Further testimony was that the 
(WPA has torn down an average of 
47 buildings a month in Chicago, 
and has been especially active in 
slum clearance. In one section, 193 
structures were demolished at an 
expense to the Government of $415,- 
000, and in another, the witness 
‘said, 371 houses were wrecked at 
‘a cost of $550,000. 

Under contract with the Govern- 
ment, all material salvaged from 
demolished structures becomes the 
property of the city of Chicago, and 
was credited as its contribution to 
the project. Up to the end of 1937, 
Erickson stated, the city, in addi- 
tion, sold the material for cash, 
thus effecting what he described 
as a double-profit system, The city 
at present, he said, has $45,000 in 
cash as profit from the Federal 
Government’s demolition activities, 

Rental Charged WPA. 

The WPA contributed $497,000 to 
an automobile inspection project in 
Chicago, the witness related, and 
the city credited itself as sponsor, 
among other things, with the rent- 
al of a police building which be- 
came the project's headquarters. 
This rental credit, he said, was at a 
rate of $4.50 per square foot a year. 
He said the rental of the choicest 
office space in the city was $3.50. 

Among other items credited to 
the city as sponsor were $620 for 
automobile stickers, $47 a month 
each to seven city officials for gas- 
Oline and oil, and $1500 for launder- 
ing police uniforms and caps. This 
work, Erickson said, was done at 
“the Bridewell, a local calaboose.” 

Erickson testified that the Illinois 
offices of the WPA had 1580 ad- 
‘ministrative employes, with an an- 
nual payroll of $2,556,160. 

White Collar Projects. 

On white collar projects in TMfi- 
nois, he said, the WPA has spent 
$79,900,161 since 1935 as against $12,- 
678,891 provided by local sponsors. 
These undertakings involved about 
25,000 persons. 

On the WPA’s writers’ program, 
said Erickson, there are 236 report- 
ers and writers under 33 adminis- 
trators, or one bogs to every seven 
persons. Reporters and writers are 
paid from $85 to $94 a month, as 
against administrative salaries of 
$125 to $375. 

One of the group’s tasks, he said, 
is to send out daily reelases to 533 
newspapers. Among titles for these 
efforts he listed: “A Famous Court- 
house Cat,” “Early Settlers Fight 
Prairie Bandies,” “An Illinois Snake 
Hunt,” “Illinois towns that moved” 
and “Horses Were Horses in Those 
Days.” 

Since 1935, said Erickson, the 
WPA theater project in Illinois has 
cost $3,490,852. It has a staff of 
560, he stated, of whom 285 are 
actors and actresses. To date ren- 
tals of $141,974 have been paid to 
two Chicago theaters, the Black- 
Stone and Great Northern. A 
breakdown of 1 8o0f the project’s 
productions showed that they were 
rehearsed for an average of 11 
weeks and played an average of 
five weeks.

MURPHY OPPOSES 
ADVISORY OPINION

he again warned that the depart- 
ment had no authority to grant 
immunity from anti-trust laws or to 
modify them. 

As to co-operation with the oth- 
er governmental agencies, Mur- 
phy quoted from President Roose- 
velt’s message advocating the crea- 
tion of a Bureau of Industrial 
Economics, comparable to the ex- 
isting Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics in the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Wants Research Bureau, 
The formal statement said that 
the department was engaged in 
conversations with the Commerce 
Department looking towards the 
establishment of such a bureau. 
“The research facts and person- 
nel of such a bureau,” the annunce- 
ment continued, “wtil be helpful to 
the department in the intelligent 
enforcement of the laws and help- 
ful to business generally in main- 
taining healthy but orderly com- 
petition.” 

Orally, Murphy explained to re- 
porters that he had hoped such 
a bureau could be set up “admin- 
istratively,” but that preliminary 
studies had indicated that legis- 
lation might be necessary. 

Coming to specific problems of 
enforcement, Murphy said in his 
formal statement that though it 
was the intention of the depart- 
ment to prosecute every “substan- 
tial violation of the law brought 
to its attention,” it would not be 
content with “sporadic porsecution 
of individual or isolated cases.” 


Milk and Housing Violations. 


For example, he continued, the 
department intended to proceed 
against the milk and housing viola- 
tions of the anti-trust law, “and it 
will be the policy to include in a 
single proceeding all groups and 
individuals whose illegal activities 
affect or contribute to the situa- 
tion that needs to be remedied.” 

Elaborating on conditions in the 
housing industry, Murphy observed 
that housing costs are so high that 
private industry is unable to pro- 
vide homes within reach of half 
our population. 

“Price-raising restraints of trade

not only an insupportable burden 
en the public, but act as a brake 
on the general recovery of busi- 
ness, in which housing must be an 
important part... The department 
therefore proposes to attack these 
unlawful restraints in proceedings 
comprehensive enough to cover the 
whole industry. Insofar as our re- 
surces require us to select parts of 
the field for special attention, this 
will be done and action will follow 
in those aréas where the level of 
prices is least defensible.” 


Labor Groups Investigated. 


Such “areas,” Murphy explained 
informally, are to be found in 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Michi- 
gan, notably Detroit, and in Cleve- 
land. He said no particular pro- 
ceeding was in mind regarding St. 
Louis, but observed that this did 
not necessarily mean there would 
be no prosecutions there eventually. 

He disclosed that labor groups 
were already under investigation 
in one or two areas he had men- 
tioned, and that violations of the 
Sherman anti-trust statute might 
be involved in one case in New 
Jersey. In general, he said, it 
probably would be determined to 
use the conspiracy clause in hous- 
ing cases so as to include producers 
of: building materials, distributors, 
contractors and offending labor 
groups. 

Murphy said that he looked for 
action by a Federal grand jury in 
Chicago “any day now” in the case 
of alleged income tax evasion 
against Moses L. Annenberg, 
wealthy Philadelphia publisher, in- 
fluential Republican and the owner 
of several race track information 
services.

The people 
of Quebec have taken the King and 
Queen unto themselves in a big 
way, and the uneasiness which 
British Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain and his Cabinet undoubtedly 
felt must have been drowned in 
the cries of “Vive le Roi” which 
swept across the Plains of Abra- 
ham in this unaccustomed tongue.

Queen Elizabeth played a great 
part in the initial success of the 
tour.

The Queen is exactly the type 
to appeal to French Canadians, be- 
cause she is by nature a real Scots 
housewife. eAnd the Quebec people 
are, like the Scots, thrifty home- 


It must be a real adventure for 
the royal pair to discover in the 
city and province of Quebec a 
slice of France transported to! 
Canada. Little. but French is 
spoken; the average French Cana- 
dian won’t talk English if he can 
help it; a good many of them 
can’t. 

This is typical of almost every 
phase of the life in the province. 
The French Canadians are work- 
ing in determined concert, not only 
to preserve the French language, 
customs, traditions and culture, but 
to make them universal in the 
state. 

This doesn’t mean that they have 
leanings toward France. They will 
tell you freely that they are not 
French but French Canadians, and 
proud of it—a little nation by 
themselves. 

This—with the fact that Quebec 
feels it has been exploited econtm- 
ically by English and American in- 
terests—-forms the background of 
the nationalist movement in the 
province. The roots run back to 
days when Indians made bloody 
raids into the log~abin § settle- 
ments. 

So the apparently grand start 
which the King has made in Que- 
bec means much. One mustn't 
overlook that Canada is a sover- 
eign commonwealth and its only 
link with the British empire is the 
throne.

Bredeck disclosed.

Morrell, 4437 McPherson avenue, 
diagnostician at $175 a month; Rob- 
ert Murphy, 2727 Elliott avenue, 
field supervisor of the sanitary sec- 
tion at $200, and Anthony di Mar- 
tino, 4248A Hunt avenue, food su- 
pervisor at $150. 

Dr. Morrell, who is more than 70 
years old, has been in the depart- 
ment since 1911. His dismissal will 
be effective June 15, the others next 
Wednesday. Murphy has worked 
for the city about six years, Di 
Martino for four years. 

Yesterday five employes, consid-
